Mclntyre 
had been listed as opposed to 
ABM because he has offered an 
amendment which the adminis- 
tratio has not endorsed, 


A tie vote would be broken by 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew, 
as presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate in favor of the administra- 
tion. 


Aiken, who has announced his 


opposition to the ABM proposal 
as it stands, suggested in an in- 
t e r v i e w the administration 
could pick up 10 votes if any 
agreement could be reached on 
the sites for building Safeguard 
radars and computers without 
arming them with missiles until 
later. The senator noted that 
ABM proponents have said there 
is no intention of installing mis- 
siles in the next three years. 


Aiken conceded Democratic 


Leader Mike Mansfield and oth- 
er hardcore 
ABM opponents 


probably wouldn't be swayed 
because they want any develop- 
ment and testing to be in the 
Pacific rather than at proposed

States. 


Aiken said he thinks the pro- 


posal by Mclntyre for construc- 
tion of only radars and comput- 
ers on the two sites in Montana 
and North Dakota picked by the 
administration needs "further 
refinement." 


Refusing to concede that the 


administration.can win.as mat- 
ters stand, Aiken said he had 
anticipated Prouty's support of 
the program. 


He said his colleague was a 


"disciple of the minority leader- 
ship" which supports President 
Nixon's proposal and has reject- 
ed any compromise. 


Prouty himself, predicting the 


saieguard program would pass 
by a narrow margin, said he 
isn't sure his vote will be deci- 
sive.

with a problem: Should he 
go right after trumps or try 
to discard a club on the third 
good spade? He has to lose 
three aces. If West holds the 
ace of clubs, South may lose 
two club tricks. He can 
guard against that by going 
right after a club discard. 
Which line should he adopt? 


The basic mathematics are 


that spades will break 4-3 
just over 62 per cent of the 
time while West will hold the 
club ace just 50 per cent of 
the time.

Q—I have recently lost the 


vision in one eye as' a result 
of a v a s c u l a r thrombosis 
near the retina. What caused 
it? I am taking an anticoag- 
ulant but my vision has not 
improved. 


A—Clotting in the retinal 


vessels may be associated 
with hardening of the ar- 
teries, valvular heart dis- 
ease or kidney disease. Anti- 
coagulants should help to 
prevent further damage but 
will not restore vessels that 
are already damaged. 


Q—I have had retinitis pig- 


mentosa for 45 years. I am 
told there is no treatment for 
this disease. Has anything 
new been discovered? 


A—This is a chronic, pro- 


gressive degeneration of the 
retina that is characterized 
by the deposit of pigment. 
T h e r e is no satisfactory 
treatment for it.

A slower approach to 
the moon would save fuel need- 
ed to brake the spacecraft for 
landing and reserve fuel needed 
for relaunching it for the return 
trip.

The washing of sidewalks, drive- 
ways, filling station aprons, 
porches 
and other outdoor sur- 


faces. 


(4) Cleaning Buildings. The 


washing of the outside of dwell- 
ings; the washing of the inside 
and outside of office buildings. 


(5) Cleaning Equipment and 


Machinery. The washing and 
cleaning of any business or in< 
dustrial equipment and machi 
uery. 


(6) Ornamental Fountains. The 


operation of any ornamental foun. 
tain or other structure making a 
similar use of water. 


(7) Swimming Pools. Swimm- 


ing and wading pools not employ 
ing a filter and recirculating 
system, 


(8) Escape Through Defective 


Plumbing. The escape of water 
through 
defective 
plumbing, 


which shall mean the knowing 
permission for defective plumb- 
ing to remain out of repair, 


SECTION V: 
Exception 
to 


Maintain Sanitation, The 
City 


Health Officer shall have the 
authority to permit a reason- 
able use of water in any case 
necessary to maintain adequate 
health and sanitation standards, 


SECTION VI: The Mayor on

leaders. He and federal Reserve 
Board Chairman William Me- 
Chesney Martin Jr. met with 
two dozen representatives of the 
largest banks July 1.

would complete Kennedy's talks 
with bankers. He has pledged to 
meet later with representatives 
of major corporations. 


The two groups of bankers,
